W hat Is claimed to be the eighth 
wonder of the world Is the great Bud­ 
dhist temple of Baraboedoes, In Java. 
This gigantic building, which makes 
even the Pyramids of Egypt “look 
small,” wAs built centuries and cen­ 
turies before the coming of Christ. 
The builders first made an enormous, 
artificial, 
flat-topped 
hill, 
150 
feet 
high, and on this they erected their 
temple, a building measuring 2,000 feet 
in circumference and six stories high. 
There are miles and miles of gal­ 
leries and hundreds of rooms, and 
the walls are carved—every Inch of 
them—with marvelous pictures that 
tell the story of the birth and life 
of Buddha in his various Incarna­ 
tions. 
It is the picture bible of the Bud­ 
dhists, the most beautiful thing of It* 
kind ever created by human hands. 
But the strange thing about this 
enormous building is that It was lost 
for a period of more than 600 years. 
And not only lost, but so utterly for­ 
gotten thAt Its very name was not so 
much as mentioned.

Stress will be laid upon statistics, 
they said, which show that the Unit­ 
ed States Treasury would be richer 
b> more than a billion dollars a year 
in liquor taxes if the Volstead Act 
were modified to permit the manu­ 
facture and sale of light wines and 
beers as is allowed in Canadian pro­ 
vinces.

22.—Anthony 
Cassese, described by the authorities 
as the “Bootleg King" was convicted 
by a jury In federal court late today 
on a charge of conspiracy to violate 
the Volstead act, and Judge 
Knox 
sentenced him to two years in the 
Atlanta penitentiary. 
The judge also imposed a fine of 
$10,000. 
The action of Judge Foster was 
taken, he announced, because W. D. 
Saussure Trenholm, foreman of the 
grand jury, gave the press last Fri­ 
day a letter which was handed up by 
the jury In open court on October 27, 
and after being ordered “sequester­ 
ed and closed” was mailed 
by the 
court to Secretary of the Treasury 
Mellon. 
This letter charged that the affairs 
of the officers of the federal prohibi­ 
tion directors of the state of 
New 
York, “had been conducted in an In­ 
efficient and 
disgraceful 
manner,” 
and asked that the secretary hold up 
the resignations of Prohibition Di­ 
rector Ralph A. Day and Chief Pro­ 
hibition Officer John S. Parsons. 
The resignation of Day and Pars­ 
ons became effective 
November 
I 
and it was later explained that the 
letter containing the grand jury's 
findings had been delayed by depart­ 
mental routine so that it did not 
reach Secretary Mellon before that 
date. 
At the request of Assistant United 
States Attorney John Holley Clark, 
Jr., Judge Foster deferred issuing the 
i formal order of dismissal until next 
Thursday. In order that the true 
bills may be filed in certain cases 
where the grand jury has voted in­ 
dictments.

MANAGEMENT OF 
COLLIERY BLAMED 


By the Associated Press. 


BARNESBORO, PA., Nov. 22.—The 
management of the Reilly Collieries 
company mine Number I, at Spang­ 
ler, was held responsible for th e gas 
explosion in the underground wo*fl­ 
ings on November 6, when 
77 men 
met death according to the coroner’s 
jury verdict returned here today. 
The explosion, the jury held, “oc­ 
curred from the use of open lights af­ 
ter the mine management had know­ 
ledge of the accumulation of explo­ 
sive gas in the mine, apd by not em- 


ploying a sufficient number of fire 
bosses to make the proper inspec­ 
tions and by failing to provide prop­ 
er means for conducting 
sufficient 
ventilation to the working ferret 
in 
the mine.” 
In conclusion the 
verdict 
says: 
“We further find the management re­ 


sponsible for 
the 
aforesaid 
explo­ 
sion.” 
One of the state’s witnesses, Paul 
Vallala, who was rescued from the 
gas-ifilled 
workings, 
testified 
that 
three w’eeks before the explosion he 
went to officials of the 
Reilly com­ 
pany and told them the mine was 
gaseous and would “go up.”
